POLICE and council chiefs 
joined forces to prevent an 
organised modified car meet 
from going ahead in Ely.

Pigeons cause a 
flap at cathedral 


PIGEONS are ruffling feath¬ 
ers at Ely Cathedral by mak¬ 
ing a nuisance of them¬ 
selves. 

A sign has been put up 
in the cathedral’s main en¬ 
trance apologising for the 
feral “pigeon problem” in 
the west porch. It adds: “This 
is being dealt with as quickly 
as possible”. 

Vicki Raulinson, the ca¬ 
thedral’s clerk of works, 
said: “We are experiencing 
an unusually large pigeon 
population this year and we 
are discussing our options 
with reputable pest control 
contractors and other cathe¬ 
drals. 

“There are plenty of de¬ 
terrents to be considered to 
discourage them flying into 
the porch area.

“We have some netting 
being installed across the 
ceiling of the Galillee Porch 
that is especially designed to 
deter pigeons from nesting. 
We are trying this first.” 

She said the main prob¬ 
lems the pigeons are caus¬ 
ing is the mess and “worry 
about them getting into the 
cathedral as they could do 
damage or become trapped 
inside”. 

In March, a peregrine 
falcon nesting box was in¬ 
stalled on the cathedral’s 
west tower in the hope that 
it would attract a pair of the 
birds which would help re¬ 
duce the size of feral pigeon 


colonies by preying on them. 

The peregrine falcon, 
which can reach over 
200mph, is encouraged to 
nest and breed in many cit¬ 
ies - including at Norwich 
and Lincoln Cathedrals - but 
none of the birds has nested 
yet in the new box in Ely. 

A cathedral spokeswoman 
said: “It will take time before 
it is inhabited, but everyone 
is hoping that the offspring 
of the peregrines nesting in 
Cambridge will find the new 
box and move in.” 

The idea for the box came 
from local PCSO Jonathan 
Hall, who is a keen bird¬ 
watcher. 

The cathedral says it does 
not intend to use inhumane 
methods to control the pi¬ 
geons.

A POLICE hunt has been launched 
after a new Audi TT was stolen from 
a property in Haddenham.

‘Despicable’ 
hit-and-run 
driver jailed

THE speeding driver who left 
two Cambridgeshire foot¬ 
ballers with life-changing 
injuries had no headlights 
on and was veering over the 
road when he crashed into 
them. 

Jan Adamec, 40, was driv¬ 
ing well above the 60mph 
limit when he drove into 
Shaun Whiter and Joey Abbs, 
as they tried to change a tyre 
at around 11pm on July 1. 

After pinning them against 
Mr Whiter’s BMW in Dulling- 
ham Road, on the outskirts 
of Newmarket, the Czech na¬ 
tional, who has British citi¬ 
zenship, reversed and drove 
off, leaving them both bleed¬ 
ing in the road and fearing 
for their lives. 

Only after Mr Abbs, 31, 
was able to reach his mobile 
phone and call for an am¬ 
bulance did the two receive 
the urgent medical attention 
they needed, and were both 
rushed to Addenbrooke’s 
with life-changing injuries. 

Mr Whiter, 27, who was a 
centre-midfielder for New¬ 
market Town, lost four pints 
of blood, and had both his 
legs amputated below the 
knee. 

Mr Abbs, 31, a player for 
Soham Town Rangers, also 
sustained serious leg inju¬ 
ries. 

On Friday, Adamec, of 
Shetland Road, Haverhill, 
was branded “despicable” 
by Judge Jonathan Haworth 
when he appeared before 
him at Cambridge Crown 
Court, charged with two 
counts of causing serious in¬ 
jury by dangerous driving. 

Sentencing him to 40 
months in prison, he de¬ 
scribed his actions as “cal¬ 
lous in the extreme”. 

He said: “Your reaction I 
can only describe as des¬ 
picable. You did absolutely 
nothing to assist the injured 
men, and you left them to 
the mercy of whether they

were capable of calling an 
ambulance, or the chance 
of another vehicle coming 
along. 

“You weren’t to know 
whether that happened or 
not.” 

The court heard how Mr 
Abbs had called his friend 
Mr Whiter for assistance to 
change a tyre. 

The hazard lights on both 
their cars were on, and the 
pair were both wearing 
high-vis jackets and wield¬ 
ing torches as Adamec ap¬ 
proached from behind at 
high speed. 

Prosecutor Martin Mul- 
grew told the court witnesses 
described seeing Adamec’s 
Ford Focus “veering a num¬ 
ber of times over the road”, 
almost colliding with an¬ 
other vehicle as it overtook 
at speed. 

Adamec and a male pas¬ 
senger, who has still not 
been identified, were also 
seen “jumping around in the 
vehicle”. 

Following the incident 
a major police appeal was 
launched, with descriptions 
of Adamec’s vehicle shared 
widely on social media. 
When a neighbour report¬ 
ed seeing a similar vehicle 
parked on the street, police 
attended Ademec’s home. 

When he saw them com-

ing he attempted to climb 
out of a ground-floor win¬ 
dow. Following his eventual 
arrest he told police he had 
hit a deer, and denied all al¬ 
legations put to him. 

After accessing his mo¬ 
bile phone, police retrieved 
messages from Adamec 
to his girlfriend, saying he 
was coming to visit her. His 
route would have taken him 
directly past where the inci¬ 
dent took place. 

His solicitor Asma Khan 
told the court Adamec was 
deeply sorry for his actions, 
and “shows a high level of re¬ 
morse”, prompting the judge 
to interrupt, saying “well he 
didn’t on the day”. 

In a pre-prepared state¬ 
ment read to the court by 
Ms Khan, Adamec said his 
behaviour was “totally unac¬ 
ceptable”. He said: “Not a day 
passes when I don’t think of 
the pain of the two gentle¬ 
men hurt, their pain will stay 
with me forever. Not a day 
when I can sleep without 
thinking about those gentle¬ 
men.” 

The 40-month sentence 
was based on the maximum 
of five years allowed by law, 
with a third discounted for 
Adamec’s eventual guilty 
plea. On his release he will 
also be banned from driving 
for five years.

MP’s vision for 
local hospitals 


ELY’S minor injury unit 
should be transformed into 
either a rapid access centre 
or urgent care centre. 

That’s the message from 
North East Cambs MP Steve 
Barclay who is in talks with 
bosses at the Cambridgesh¬ 
ire and Peterborough Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group 
(CCG) about the future 
of the minor injury units 
(MIU) at Ely’s Princess of 
Wales Hospital - as well as 
the MIUs at Doddington 
and Wisbech hospitals. 

It was in July that a re¬ 
port written by the CCG was 
leaked by a whistleblower 
to Mr Barclay saying that 
all three MIUs are at risk of 
closing. 

The CCG insists it is look¬ 
ing at “a number of options” 
and that no decision to close 
any of the units has been 
made, but the report has 
sparked concern across the 
region. 

Mr Barclay said: “My vi¬ 
sion, which I have put for¬ 
ward as a constructive so-

lution to address the CCG’s 
efficiency concerns, is to 
make Doddington, Wis¬ 
bech and Ely into rapid ac¬ 
cess centres or urgent care 
centres, where people can 
retain the ‘walk in’ for mi¬ 
nor injury treatment, whilst 
also making better use of 
these sites to bring together 
other services in a way that 
is more convenient for the 
patient. 

“This may include one or 
two GP surgeries who are 
constrained by their existing 
sites considering re-locating 
to the Ely, Doddington or 
Wisbech sites. 

“Increased GP activity 
would offer benefits in ab¬ 
sorbing the demand for 
same day emergency GP ap¬ 
pointments, which are dif¬ 
ficult for single GP surgeries 
to predict, but more predict¬ 
able if covering a larger pa¬ 
tient population.” 


Mr Barclay says his pro¬ 
posals are being considered 
in more detail by the CCG. 
He said: “The CCG need to 
reduce the proportion of 
their budget being spent in 
acute hospitals so that more 
can be spent on the other 
healthcare needs they fund. 

“Making Ely, Doddington 
and Wisbech into rapid ac¬ 
cess or urgent care centres 
and consolidating other ser¬ 
vices on to these sites would 
enable them to do so. 

“Clearly the capital costs 
will need to be worked out 
but this would equally apply 
to any expansion of existing 
GP surgeries to absorb ad¬ 
ditional activity and where 
there will be less benefits for 
patients.” 

A public meeting regard¬ 
ing the MIUs is planned for 
Tuesday, September 27 at 
Ely’s Makings at 6.30pm.

Sometimes when on call or nights 
she gets no sleep at all. They don't 
get overtime but can't just walk away 
because it's the end of their shift.

REVIEW 

Romeo and Juliet , Pembroke Players Japan 
Tour, Thursday, September 8, Ely Cathedral 
Presbytery 

T his is R loves J at its most lavish yet most 
economical. Cambridge's Pembroke 
Players are taking Shakespeare's beguiling 
tale of young love gone awfully wrong out 
on the road and the chance to see it in Ely 
Cathedral before it heads to Okinawa was 
unmissable. 

This young cast of 10 have produced a 
90-minute spectacle of passion that lacks for 
nothing. Its speed is its strength but more than 
that it fizzes with fire and ice, hurt and triumph, 
woe and wit and we're swept to the end before 
we know even that the show has been played 
without an interval. Such is the zest with which 
the words are used that some deeply surgical 
cutting of the script has stripped the show down 
to bare skin yet lost nothing of the story. 

Let the words do the work, said someone at 


some time, and with Shakespeare it's truer than 
with any other playwright, living or long dead. 
Ciaran Green's Romeo is wetter than a damp 
Tuesday in Turin but when blood is necessary 
he produces it in pints and his transformation 
from dripping lover to doomed killer is 
worryingly realistic. 

Countering him is Emma Corrin's Juliet: fay 
and mimsy when she wants to be but full of lust 
for her lover and hectoring to her mother when 
she insists on getting her way. And as her mum 
Dolores Carbonari is a woman for the 21st 
century, always wearing those jogging pants and 
checking her mobile as if she hasn't got time for 
her daughter. She has of course, but it's just that 
her preference is for her baby to marry Paris. 
Let's face it, he's the one with the bank account 
in the black. Will Bishop offers both Paris and 
the Prince and does so wearing the same shirt; 
it's a heck of a double and he carries it off 
with style. Katurah Morrish is a Benvolio with 
bezazz; as the feckless messenger and R's best 


friend her ingenue support is exactly what's 
needed, especially when it's too late. Morrish 
plays with truth and integrity. 

After a drink or two I was putty in your 
hands. In the voice of Oily Murs Troublemaker 
is a doozy; put it in the couch and 
choreography of a cast of 10 and it's sexier than 
watching a chainsaw cut through chocolate 
cake. This is the song that's playing out as 
R spots J across the dance floor. The fateful 
meeting between the two lovers is fast-tracked 
against a backdrop of some stunning dancing 
(in the Cathedral Presbytery...phew!) and is 
one of several surprises during the night that 
catches the audience who in this instance have 
broken out into a heartfelt and instantaneous 
applause. 

Yasmin Freeman's Nurse was the next-door- 
neighbour who wanted to tell you her life 
story in 40 seconds; as she recounts Juliet's 
conception and birth it's at breakneck speed 
and it's funnier than the 40 thieves. William 


Ashford, Will Bishop and Lola Olufemi make 
up the rest of the cast leaving Justin Blanchard 
as the ill-omened Mercutio. It's a lovely 
performance: for the first time you realise 
why Mercutio should really be in care. One of 
Shakespeare's most complex characters and 
most difficult to play is given an inspirational 
touch of magic. 

This has been an electric evening and is 
over too soon. The cast really have given it 
everything they've got and we're left drained. It 
was that good. 

George Kan's direction is exuberant and heat¬ 
seeking, and it tells the story effortlessly and 
hauntingly. There's always room for another 
superb version of the timeless story of the star- 
cross'd lovers and this is a production to be 
counted. 

A brilliant, brilliant show; after 400 years of 
bard this one's up there. Tell them, Oily: Why 
does it feel so good but hurt so bad?

Bam venue plans 
may go to appeal 



Little Miracles activities are a big hit 


THE owners of a wedding 
and events venue say they 
are “disappointed” by a de¬ 
cision made by planners

Their ap¬ 
plication was refused last 
Wednesday.

Members heard that ob¬ 
jections had been made by 
Witcham and Sutton parish 
councils, highways and the 
owners of Amberlea Coun¬ 
try Kennels and Cattery, 
mainly over increased traf¬ 
fic, noise and inadequate 
access to the site. 

Planning officer Julie Bar- 
row was recommending that 
the proposals were rejected. 
She said: “The building in 
which events have been tak¬ 
ing place was constructed 
following the granting of 
planning permission in 2008 
for new offices and staff fa¬ 
cilities. 

“The building was de¬ 
scribed in that application 
as providing offices, meet¬ 
ing rooms and staff welfare 
facilities for the landscape 
and turfing business. 

“A planning condition 
was imposed requiring the 
building to be used in such 


a way as the application had 
been considered on that 
basis and the countryside 
location was such that alter¬ 
native uses may not be ac¬ 
ceptable.” 

Mr and Mrs Bibby said 
they would limit the num¬ 
ber of events to 35 a year, 
and that all functions would 
end at midnight, but their 
application was refused 
unanimously by the plan¬ 
ning committee. 

Speaking to Ely News, Mrs 
Bibby said: “We are disap¬ 
pointed but we were plan¬ 
ning on scaling things down 
a little at Rose Barn over the 
next year or so anyway as I 
am suffering with ill health 
at the moment. 

“We are planning on ap¬ 
pealing the council’s deci¬ 
sion and hope to be back 
with a bang at Rose Barn 
again soon.”

MP shocked by 
health report 


MP Lucy Frazer says she is 
“shocked” by statistics in a 
report on mental health in 
children and young people. 

The Good Childhood Re¬ 
port 2016, published by the 
Children’s Society, is based 
on surveys of more than 
30,000 children aged 8-17, to 
evaluate their happiness and 
wellbeing. 

The report shows that 10 
per cent of children feel that 
their lives have little mean¬ 
ing or purpose. 

Around one in 10 young 
people aged 5-16 are also 
suffering from a diagnosable 
mental health disorder. 

Last Wednesday, Ms Fraz¬ 
er, MP for South East Cambs, 
pictured, raised the issue 
with Theresa May during 
Prime Minister’s Questions, 
saying: “I know the Prime 
Minister understands the 
importance of tackling men¬ 
tal health as she raised it in 
her Downing Street speech. 
What further action does she 
propose to increase mental 
health support in schools?”

The PM assured Ms Frazer 
that there was collective con¬ 
cern about the way in which 
mental health is dealt with, 
and that £1.4 billion has 
been invested in transform¬ 
ing the dedicated mental 
health support that is avail¬ 
able to young people across 
the country, including £150 
million to support young 
people with eating disorders. 

She also highlighted that 
the Government has pro¬ 
posed a blueprint for coun¬ 
selling services in schools, 
and stressed the important 


role of schools in addressing 
the issue of mental health 
and wellbeing in children. 

Ms Frazer said: “I was 
shocked by the statistics in 
the latest Good Childhood 
Report, and I believe that we 
should be trying to address 
mental health issues in chil¬ 
dren as soon as they arise. 

“It is clear that an impor¬ 
tant part of this is not only 
securing the right amount 
of funding, but making sure 
that schools have the right 
resources to be able to deal 
with these issues.” 

The PM also confirmed 
that Education Secretary fus- 
tine Greening will be look¬ 
ing closely at the issue to see 
what more can be done. 

Ms Frazer said: “I welcome 
the PM’s statement and look 
forward to further policy 
progression in this impor¬ 
tant area.”

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DEVELOPMENT 

126 new homes 
are approved 


PLANS to build more than 
100 new homes in Soham 
have been given the green 
light. 

It was in December last 
year that Hopkins Homes 
Ltd applied for planning 
permission to develop a 
4.8 hectare site west of the 
Cherry Tree pub, in Cher- 
rytree Lane. 

The plans for 126 homes 

- 38 of which will be ‘afford¬ 
able’ and six of which will 
be self-build plots - were 
approved by East Cambs 
District Council’s planning 
committee last Wednesday. 

The committee heard 
that out of 134 neighbour¬ 
ing properties notified, 
the council received six re¬ 
sponses. 

Concerns were raised 
about an increase in traffic 
in the Cherrytree Lane and 
Fordham Road area, the fact 
that Soham’s schools, GP 
surgery and other services 
are already oversubscribed 

- and the impact the devel¬ 
opment could have on the

drainage system. 

Some residents also said 
the site should be used as 
cemetery land. 

But Barbara Greengrass, 
the planning officer who 
dealt with the application, 
was recommending approv¬ 
al of the scheme, subject to 
conditions. 

She said: “The application 
is accompanied by a design 
and access statement, trans¬ 
port assessment, ecology 
survey, geotechnical survey, 
landscape and visual impact 
assessment, sustainability 
statement, tree survey and 
flood risk assessment. 

“New areas of public 
open space are proposed 
throughout the develop¬ 
ment, along with an area 
reserved for an extension to 
the existing cemetery to the 
north. 

“The benefits of the de¬ 
velopment are the contribu¬ 


tion it would make in terms 
of housing supply, as well 
as the economic benefits of 
construction and additional 
population to support local 
businesses, the provision 
of affordable housing and 
land for an extension to the 
cemetery. These weigh sig¬ 
nificantly in favour of the 
proposal.” 

The development will be 
a mix of one-bedroom, two- 
bedroom, three-bedroom 
and four-bedroom proper¬ 
ties. 

A new vehicle and pedes¬ 
trian access to the site will 
be created from Fordham 
Road to the east, providing 
linkages into the town cen¬ 
tre and to the Regal Lane 
area. New pedestrian and 
emergency vehicular access 
routes will also be created 
onto Cherrytree Lane to the 
south.

CAPTAIN FANTASTIC (15)

THE family that hunts and disembowels together, 
stays together. So says writer-director Matt Ross's 
heartfelt and moving road movie that goes back to 
nature to rediscover a bucolic time before television, 
smart phones and social media. 

Captain Fantastic is a bittersweet meditation on the 
perils of modern parenting, anchored by a tour-de-force 
lead performance from Viggo 
Mortensen as a father, whose 
unconventional methods of 
nurturing his offspring might 
be considered abuse by others. 

His children hone their 
survival skills and are blessed 
with made-up Christian 
names so they are unique in a 
world of conformity. 

On the surface, the family's 
makeshift camp in the forests 
of the Pacific Northwest looks like paradise, but 
fissures appear when two of the boys clash with their 
old man about the harsh consequences of living in 
seclusion. This tussle between idealism and reality 
provides Ross's picture with its narrative thrust and 
outpourings of emotion. Ben Cash (Mortensen) and 
his wife Leslie (Trin Miller) raise their six-strong 
brood in isolation so the children won't be tainted by 
capitalism or religion. 

Alas, Leslie has bipolar disorder and she eventually 
takes her own life while being treated at a hospital. 
Ben wants to take the children to the funeral, but 
Leslie's father Jack (Frank Langella) bans him. 

"Grandpa can't oppress us," argues Zaja and the 
family boards their ramshackle bus and head to New 
Mexico. 

Captain Fantastic lives up to its title, compelling us 
to care deeply about the characters as they search for 
peace in a world of conflict. Mortensen's magnificent 
portrayal of a patriarch who worries he might be 
ruining his children's lives, is matched by mesmeris¬ 
ing performances from his young co-stars.

mark the launch of his new book, 
Jack and Jill Went Downhill, the 
Cambridge novelist reveals how 
he tackles the writing process. 


I WRITE romance, which makes me unusual 
because I'm a male and the genre is dominated 
by female writers - and, for that matter, 
female readers. 

When I started writing novels 10 or so years ago, 

I didn't set out to fit into any particular category; 
it was a case of being placed under 'romance' by 
my publisher. I can understand why - I love writing 
about people, relationships form an important 
part of people's lives, and I suppose a relationship 
constitutes romance. 

Although plot is essential, for me the starting point 
is always character. There's a wealth of raw material 
out there. Consider your own character - the 
complexity, with mood swings and a mix of rational 
and irrational behaviour. And when you think of the 
person closest to you, a near relative or your best 
friend, despite a feeling that you're on the same 
wavelength, they are of course entirely different to 
you. When plotting a story, there are seven billion 
people to choose from, with each person providing 
countless possibilities to explore. 

When I begin a new novel, I know the start and 
end points and some mid-story anchors, but then 
it's up to the characters to flourish and drive the plot 
forward. Usually my starting point is a real-life event, 
sparking ideas that set me off on a fictitious journey 
with fictitious characters. 

Jack and Jill Went Downhill was different, there 
was no real-world trigger and I began with no more 
than a title. Not surprisingly, it's based on the nursery 
rhyme, which takes us back hundreds of years to a 
time when Jack was the most common boy's name 


and Jill represented a sweetheart. In Shakespeare's 
A Midsummer Night's Dream "Jack shall have Jill; 
Nought shall go ill," but in the nursery rhyme, of 
course, things do go badly wrong as Jack falls down 
and Jill comes tumbling after. I thought a 21st 
century version of the nursery rhyme would be a 
perfect basis for a grown-up plot. 

I'd been writing short stories for a long time before 
turning to my first novel. This, quite simply, was 
because a main protagonist had so much more to 
relate than could be conveyed in just a few thousand 
words. Around that time, I enrolled on some creative 
writing courses. They were worthwhile though 
didn't instruct me how to write. Instead they offered 
a menu of approaches, leaving it to me to decide 
which best suited. 

It goes without saying that writing a novel is a 
bigger undertaking than writing a short story. It can 
be a lonely activity, filled with apprehension and 
perhaps self-doubt about flow of plot, authenticity 
of characters and quality of language. I see editing 
as part of the writing process rather than the 
unpleasant thing to do at the end. I enjoy that part 
of it, though being a member of Cambridge Writers 
has been a huge help. I lead a commercial editing 
group and the feedback offered by colleagues is 
of tremendous value. 

My humorous - OK, I concede romantic - 
contemporary fiction is in sharp contrast to my 
academic writing. I work for a Cambridgeshire-based 
educational charity that helps high ability young 
people from low income households to succeed, 
and I've published in a wide range of journals and 
magazines about this topic. I am a Gemini and 
maybe it's the two types of writing that illustrate 
the split personality!

W E have become accustomed to 
the style and refinement of the 
Optima saloon and more recently 
the Optima Sportswagon estate, but now 
Kia has introduced the Optima PHEV (Plug¬ 
in Hybrid Electric Vehicle).

The Optima PHEV cleverly combines 
a 154bhp 2.0-litre petrol engine with a 
50kW (67bhp) electric motor and when 
they work in tandem they can generate 
202bhp and 375Nm of grunt. 

The batteries are neatly integrated 
behind the rear seat and in the spare wheel 
well which, along with a 15-litre reduction 
in the car's fuel tank capacity, means the 
Optima PHEV still boasts a generous boot 
size of 307 litres - the standard Optima 
offers 510 litres. 

The car looks elegant and dynamic from 
any angle thanks to 17-inch alloys, LED 
daytime running lights and headlights, 
plus a package of aerodynamic and styling 
changes that help distinguish it from the 
standard saloon. These include an all-new 
active air flap grille which automatically 
closes when the engine cooling 
requirements are at their lowest so allowing 
air to pass more efficiently around the car. 

Other distinguishing features are 
blue-tinted headlights and chrome 
enhancements with a metallic blue finish 
on the lower front air grille, the tiger-nose

The Optima PHEV can be charged 
from empty in about three hours, but 
there are many ways of increasing battery 
charge levels on the move such as through 
regenerative braking. 

The car also boasts a remarkable Heating 
Ventilation Air Conditioning system, first 
seen in the Kia Soul EV, which allows only 
the driver's side of the car to be cooled 
when the other seats are unoccupied. 

The Optima PHEV can sprint to 60mph 
from a standing start in 9.1 seconds, tops 
out at 121 mph and features the economy 
figures mentioned above. It can achieve 
up to 33 miles of pure electric driving and 
that's at speeds up to 75mph. 

Add in the comprehensive list of safety 
specifications and the latest arrival to the 
ever-growing Optima line-up is a very 
welcome addition that will certainly tick all 
the right boxes when it comes to business 
cars.

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Peacock revels in gold medal congratulations from Beckham 


JONNIE Peacock was delighted after 
being congratulated on his second 
Paralympic title by David Beckham. 

The 23-year-old amputee sprinter, 
from Doddington, on Friday night 
retained the T44 100m title he won at 
London 2012, triumphing in 10.81 sec 
and by a clear margin from his rivals. 

Beckham recalled meeting Peacock, 
who contracted meningitis aged five 
and had his right leg amputated below 
the knee. 

The former England football captain 
wrote on Instagram, alongside a 
picture of Peacock and his mum: 

"I was lucky enough to meet this

brave little boy called Jonnie and his 
mum a few years ago and now he is 
picking up his gold medal in Rio... 
Congratulations and thank you for 
being so inspiring ... Jonnie Peacock 
gold medalist Rio2016." 

Reacting to Beckham's Instagram 
post on Twitter, Peacock wrote: 
"literally made my day!! Could not 
believe it when i saw it!!! #lifemade." 

Peacock was delighted to retain his 
title after struggling with injuries over 
the last few years. 

"It's unbelievable," he said. "I've 


always said that nothing's ever 
going to top London as a personal 
achievement. 

"But Rio as a sporting achievement 
is so much greater. The Paralympic 
movement as a whole is progressing 
so much. 

"Part of me thinks that's what 
London 2012 did, how that shocked 
Paralympic sport through the roof. 

"You see the repercussions here 
now. World records getting broken. 

"Every four years Paralympic sport 
evolves and it gets bigger and better. 

"It means so much to come here and 
four years later to still have this."
